Information Disclosure Statement 

1. The information disclosure statement filed 25 September 2000 has been considered and 
made of record.

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-17 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

While the prior art of record discloses sampling devices which include a) an elongate 
handle with a distal paddle head with an absorbent material about the paddle head and b) 
elongate handles with an absorbent head wherein the handle is frangible along its length, the 
prior art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest providing a score line on the handle adjacent the 
paddle head such that the paddle head and absorbent material may be snapped off the elongate 
handle. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."

absorbent material which are paddle shaped.
